WASHINGTON, March 2.—John D. 
Rockefeller was personally 
pilloried 
with criticism for refusing lo arbi­ 
trate the Colorado coal strike in the 
report of the House Mines Investigat­ 
ing Committee, submitted 
today 
to 
Congress. 
A different attitude by Rockefeller, 
the report declared, would have saved 
the lives of many men, women and 
children in the recent mine wars. 
Colorado militia and strikers were 
both guilty of lawlessness and vio­ 
lence, th e'report asserted. Peonage of 
miners was declared not proven. 
•‘Arbitrate,” was the injunction to 
tne operators. 
Need for federal and state laws to 
prevent further similar labor trouble 
was asserted. Peonage of miners was 
pointed out as an alternative. 
Failure of Colorado officials to stop 
the sale of firearms and ammunition 
was deplored. Abolition of the system 
of private mine guards was urged. 
That the coal operators ald not con­ 
spire in restraint of trade by limiting 
mine production was found. 
Rockefeller Pilloried 
Regarding the refusal or Rockefel­ 
ler and the operators to arbitrate, the 
reports characterisation of Rockefel­ 
ler’s actions was epitomised as fol­ 
lows?* 
"Greater interests than those of Mr. 
Rockefeller in these mines or all the 
coal mining 
interests 
of 
Colorado 
have submitted to * arbitration;' • and 
many lives would have been spared, 
women and children would be alive 
today who were enerifieod,during this 
controversy, had ‘this course been pur­ 
sued.”

LONDON, March 2.—The newspa­ 
pers and general public today strongly 
approved the allies’ determination to 
place an embargo on all commodities 
to and from Germany. 
While regretting that neutral com­ 
merce must suffer, the pr& s univers­ 
ally supports Premier Asquith’s state­ 
ment that the allies must not 
allow 
themselves to be swayed by protests 
from other countries. 
There Is a strong undercurrent of 
feeling that the embargo may not be 
enforcer 
Many cannot see how the 
British could put through such an un­ 
precedented policy in the face of the 
combined protests of neutral nations. 
It Is pointed out that Asquith care­ 
fully avoided stating any 
hard 
aud 
fast policy, but said the British 
and 
French' would “hold themselves free 
to detain vessels.” 
Many believe this may prove a loop­ 
hole the allies have provided for them­ 
selves. 
The Daily Mail says: 
“The allies will observe all the rules 
established by the United States in the 
blockade of tile Southern coast during 
the Civil War. 
Every step will be ta­ 
ken to avoid any wanton injury to any 
neutrals, but we refuse to he bound by 
any network of subtleties for which 
Germany has shown not the slightest 
regard.” 
The Post says: 
“Neutral nations have always com­ 
plained against the effects of war, but 
no neutral nation ever succeeded In 
forcing the sea power of England to 
relax its grip.” 
The Globe says: 
“lf neutrals suffer, let them remem­ 
ber the Germans chose this kind of

protests to Berlin.” 
The Standard says: 
“We have been long suffering, and 
have done violence to our own pros­ 
pects of success in the interest of neu­ 
tral commerce.

The use of moving pictures and pho­ 
tography 
in 
education 
in 
all 
the 
schools of California is provided in 
Senate bill No. 026, introduced by Sen­ 
ator Carr of Los Angeles, 
and 
the 
measure has the endorsement of the 
State Board of Education. It provides 
a bureau of visual education under the 
direction of the state hoard, 
which 
shall procure In any manner necessary 
slides, Alms, photographs, etc., suit­ 
able for promoting education, which 
shall be loaned to the various schools 
of the state as needed, and to other in­ 
stitutions when not in 
use 
in 
the 
scHools, except that slides and films 
shall not be used for commercial pur­ 
poses. 
The state board is to act as 
pur­ 
chasing agent for securing at cost to 
the various schools of the state such 
picture apparatus as they desire to 
acquire. The state board must publish 
a catalog of its supply of slides, films* 
etc., and also such moving pictures, 
valuable for education,

leased or borrowed for school use in 
California.

E ditor R egister: W ith due respect 
to our district attorney, Hdn. L. A. 
W est, I think ho begs the question in 
the opinion he gave 
to 
the , public 
through the press last Saturday in re­ 
gard to the surplus, "so-called," re­ 
m aining of the road boud fund. 
In this opinion he says the "surplus” 
may be used on other roads than those 
specified in Hie proclamation issued, 
calling for voting of bonds to improve 
certain specifically named 
highways. 
Not a single proponent who favors the 
use of this “surplus” to put a durable 
and w earing surface on the sub-base 
(concrete) to make Hie roads comply 
with the law, thus giving us lasting 
and durable roads, aud not flimsy or 
tem porary, as they now are, denies 
this statem ent of the d istrict attoT- 
ney, but we do deny and 
challenge 
any m em ber of the Highway Commis­ 
sion (they having adm itted , th at the 
surfacing is a component part of the 
road), to state without qualification 
that these roads, as they 
are 
now 
built, are perm anent and lasting and 


not flimsy and temporary. 
Therefore 
if they are not permanent and last­ 
ing, then the roads have not been 
completed; and if they have not been 
completed, then I venture the state­ 
ment that our district attorney would 
not advise that this surplus be used 
on other roads until the road so speci­ 
fied are completed, although tho su­ 
pervisors may have i(ccei>ted some of 
the same on the recommendation of 
the Highway Commission that they 
were completed. 
However, it would seem that Hie

to predict thut our total farm values for the current 
year, for the first Time in Hie annals of this or any 
oilier country, will pass Hie ten-billion mark. I feel 
safe iii saying that, if you will strain a point jiiHt 
now and trade u little more with each other uud 
talk encouragingly as to conditions, rath er thau pes­ 
sim istically. the business of Hie country w ill take on 
a momentum which will carry us into butter times, 
and. what is more im portant, choate more employ­ 
m ent for labor.

(From Loa Angela* Financial Nears.) 


Banker Heilman Optimistic 
“Now la the time tor people to go to forming. The 
state needs more farmers. There never has been such 
an opportunity. Not only grain, but beans will be In 
great demr.nd. 
Times are better. Business is pick­ 
ing up. Everything is on the mend. California lias a 
greater future than ever ahead of her." 
This optim istic utterance was made by one of the 
oldest and best known bankers of the coast and the 
country, I. W. Heilman, who, with his daughter, Mrs. 
E. S. Heilman, of San Francisco, is in Pasadena for a 
bHef stay. Continuing he said: 
"Instead of being adversely affected by the war. the 
San Francisco exposition will he greatly henetlted 
because a great many people who would never he 
coming here at all, but going to Europe, will visit us 
this year. 
The chief characteristic of the prosperity 
of the state this year has been its agricultural side. 
Crops have been exceptionally good. 
This war in 
Europe will mean that all surplus foodstuffs can be 
sold at good prices for a long time to come. 
"I have been greatly in hope that the shipping 
hill before Congress would be passed. 
This country 
needs a m erchant marine. Tile freight rates on food­ 
stuffs and manufactured goods that are exported from 
ti e United M ates amount to hundreds ami hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 
All of this money lins been 
going to foreigners. 
It should bo kept here. There 
has never been such a time as now to establish a 
m erchant marine anil probably never will be again. 
"The Panama ('anal is another reason why tlie 
United States should have a m erchant marine. That 
is going to be a groat thing for tile i’aciiio Coast. 
I do not look to see this ('oast leap into its new 
condition af a hound. Time is required to tiring these 
changes about. But Improvements are bound to come, 
and people are bound to rome. Business will increase 
and we will grow tremendously. We cannot help it."

“A few years ago we were told that our petroleum 
wouldn’t last much longer; the great oil fields of 
Ohio. Pennsylvania and W est Virginia were running 
dry. 
Then came the discovery of vast new fields In 
Texas, followed by an amazing development in Okla­ 
homa and California says," tile Bisbee Daily Review. 
"Figures for last year put to sham e the production 
of the year before, which itself was a record-breaker. 
The United States Geological survey reports th at the 
country produced in 1914, 292,000,000 barrels of oil, 
against 248,446.000 barrels for 1913. 
That is more 
than double the production of seven years ago. There 
has been a steady increase throughout the interven­ 
ing period, and tile volume of Increase in the past 
year is the greatest in the history of the industry. 
There may be as great growth, or even greater, dur­ 
ing tlio present year, as deeper drilling continues 
to open now pools in Oklahoma anti northern Texas 
and new gushers are struck in California and the un­ 
touched fields of Wyoming are made available. 
"W e are now producing more than two-thirds of tho 
world’s petroleum. With no many of tile nations at 
war, tliis year’s output may rise to the proportion of 
three-fourths or four-fifths. 
In comparison with this 
hidden wealth to be had for tile taking, our gold and 
silver are trivia!. 'The oil is worth one-third as much 
an all our m etals put together." 


Business in Canned Goods 
That the present year will he the greatest in the 
canning industry of the United States is tile general 
belief of tho canners. 
At the recent meeting of the 
A.merican Canners’ Association in New York. 3. L. 
Jacobs, one of the largest packers of tomatoes and 
peas in the country said: 
"From present indications, this year will be (lie 
largest in the history of tile canning business, al­ 
though there has boon a steady improvem ent each 
year in the past, 
'i ho war has helped exports of 
canned goods, taktng the greater part of tile surplus 
stock besides a large }wrt of current production. Tile 
domestic demand continues to improve. 
Canners 
in tills country have Just begun to realize tim im­ 
portance of the export business, and we have begun 
to go after it. 
I think that this will tic an im portant 
addition to our annual demands, and if we are suc­ 
cessful in introducing our goods into oilier countries, 
as we think we will he, it will mean a trem endous 
impetus to the canned goods business." 


Precaution for Travelers 
The Suprem e Court of California in a decision rcn 
derod this week declared: "it is the duty of a traveler 
on a highway approaching a railway crossing to oho 
ordinary care in selecting a place to look and listen 
for an approaching train. It is not enough to simply 
stop for a whistle, or to sniff for smoke. 
He must 
use all of ills faculties." 
Tile decision reverses two 
judgm ents for damages previously awarded to O. O. 
Griffin of Lo 
Angeles, from the Salt Lake railroad, 
incidentally defined the duties of a traveler approach­ 
ing a railway crossing. 
The case of Griffin resulted 
from an accident on November 24, Btl I, when tile 
plaintiff, his wife, Grace, and their two children were 
autom obiling from Colton to Riverside. 
Their auto­ 
mobile was struck by a Salt Lake train, the children 
were killed and Griffin and ids wife were injured.

Income Tax Decision 
Income from farm products and crop-share rentals 
m ust be included in tax returns of income for -the 
year in which they are sold for money or a money 
equivalent, according to a decision by Com m issioner 
of Internal Revenue Osborn. "W hen farm products 
are held for favorable markets." Hie decision says, 
"no deduction on account of shrinkage in w eight or 
physical value or losses by deterioration will he al­ 
lowed. 
Cost o f stock purchased for re-sale is an 
allowable deduction, but that of stock for breeding 
purposes is regarded as capital invested and not as 
an allowable deduction, except when such stock dies 
of disease or is destroyed without reparation by order 
of State or Federal authorities. 
Cost of tools may 
be deducted, but not that of farm m achinery. A 
reasonable allowance for depreciation will he allowed 
on farm buildings other than the ow ner’s dwelling, 
on farm machinery and other physical property. 
“A person cultivating or operating a farm for re­ 
creation or pleasure on a basis other than tile recog­ 
nized principals of commercial farming, the result of 
■which is a continual loss from year to year is not 
regarded as a farm er. In such cases, lf the expenses 
Incurred in connection with tho farm are in excess 
of receipts therefrom , the entire receipts from sale 
of products may he ignored in rendering a roturn 
of income; find the tjxj>enses incurred being regarded 
as personal expenses will not constitute allow al^e 
deduction* in the return of Income derived from other 
sources."

Salinas, Monterey county, 
applied

William J. 
Smith shows that he maintains two cows, four heif­ 
ers. five calves, thirty pigs. 2 horses and IOO hens; 
besides raising fruits, vegetables and berries of all 
descriptions, two tons of alfalfa, seven tons of barley, 
twenty-five tons of carrots, twenty tons of pumpkins 
and forty (tons of beets. To get this enormous crop 
he first lightened up the soil with sawdust, as the 
land was heavy adobe and would not work up well 
when wet. Besides the sawdust the land was covered 
with lime and manure, in fact as soon as one crop 
is taken off the ground the land is fertilized before 
being plowed and irrigated. 
In thjs way two crops 
a year are raised on every foot of Smith’s land. 
The largest fig tree in the United States Is located 
at Live Oak. It stands almost in the center of town, 
business buildings surrounding it on all sides. The 
tree has a spread of sixty-five feet, with a height of 
fifty feet. 
Its trunk measures nine feet two inches 
it diameter and the largest limb five feet seven 
Inches. Because of the peculiar growth of the tree, 
Its lower branches are supported by a trellis. The 
tree was planted thirty-five years ago by John Porter. 
It has been a steady producer of black figs since it 
first matured. Last season a big crop was harvested 
from the tree. 
Sutter county now claims the honor 
of the largest walnut and fig tree in the United States 
the largest walnut tree being in the yard of Mrs. 
Rachael Lyman in Yuba City. 
Dr. Rudolf Schlffman of L ob Angeles, w h o has 
acquired 1000 acres of land in the Pixley district, near 
Tulare, has let the contracts here for leveling his en­ 
tire holding with the purpose of putting the tract Into 
rice this spring. 
Dr. Schlffman states that experts 
in rice growing who have made tests of rice grown 
in the Pixley district say the grain is the equal of 
that from any portion of the world, and this report 
had determines him in putting out the entire tract 
this year. 
Hundreds of acres of apples are being set out in 
Siskiyou county, Jonathan, Spitzenberg and winter 
banana varieties predominating.

Oakdale farmers have gone into the culture of 
sugar beets on an extensive scale. 
The Spreckels 
Sugar company has signed up between 300 and 400 
acres on the Leitoh Colony tract near that city and 
the ground is now being made ready for planting. 
'rho contract price is |5.r>0 per ton with the taps and 
Viet pulp returned to the growers. 
The Farmers Union Packing company of Dinuba 
closed their season for shipping raisins and other 
fruits the total shipments amounting to four million

pounds. Twenty-five cars of Sultana raisins are still 
in the packing house but will be shipped out before 
the new crop comes in. 
California Associated Raisin company marketed 
during the season just closed 67,000 tons of raisins 
and have on hand only 36,000 tons which is 500 tons 
less than on hand at the same time in 1914. 
The 
value of the raisins on hand is at cost $2,694,757. 
Tobacco growers in Fresno county have signed a 
contract with the Manufacturers Tobacco company 
of San Pedro to furnish 70,000 pounds to a factory 
to be established in Fresno by the San Pedro con­ 
cern. 
M. F. Schmitt represents the company. 
Forest Hanger W alter Fry, who is in charge at 
Giant Forest, has advised that at the present time 
H ere is more than six feet of snow in the upper 
reaches of the mountains. 
Kntrymen and landowners on the Palo Verde mesa 
are signing contracts with the San Francisco syndi­ 
cate which proposes to irrigate 50,000 acres of this 
land by means of pumping plants installed north of 
the Colorado river near Blythe intake. 
Oranges can now be sent by parcel post, a carrier 
for the golden fruit having been Invented by a Bryn 
Mawr man. 
The box will hold one dozen oranges.

Along some of our roads we find 
tall windbreaks consisting of a single 
or clon Lie row of forest trees, such as 
tile eucalyptus, cypress 
and 
poplar. 
They are generally planted so close 
together as to prevent a glimpse into 
the orchard back 
of 
them. 
They 
shade the adjoining road so densely 
as to make u mudhole of it during the 
rainy season, but make driving pleas 
ant in the summer time. 
These old 
windbreaks are frequently too ragged 
in appearance to he considered orna­ 
mental, and in some cases are no 
longer protecting an orange orchard. 
Therefore it would frequently be bet 
ter for tile adjoining owner, for the 
condition of Ihe roadway and the ap 
pearance of the street if they were re­ 
modeled. 
My 
observation 
is 
that 
where these dense hedges exist along 
the paved roads they are a damage to 
the paving by keeping tile surfacing 
so constantly wet. Whenever these 
dense hedges are found at street cor­ 
ners, there they are indirectly a dan­

I reached their age limit, and will soon 
fall because of their decayed condition, 
a fact which I have had the opportun­ 
ity to observe recently, lf those trees

This would properly apply also to 
other trees, more especially perhaps 
the cypress, because not a few of them,

county believes that fruit trees should 
be set out, and his argument seems to 
be very good. 
If not. why not? 
The object of setting out trees along 
the public road is primarily, I think, 
t<J furnish shade in the summer. 
A 
secondary object 
is ornamentation. 
Tile heavy shade of dense tall hedges 
is bad for the roadway, though very 
welcome to travelers on a hot 
day. 
However, when we consider the change 
in Die mode of travel along the roads, 
we can fairly dismiss the argument in 
favor of shade trees. 
What does the 
automobilist or the motorcyclist care 
for shade trees? 
He makes his own 
breeze. 
We do not expect to find 
shade trees along the railway track 
for the sake of the passengers. 
The 
foot passenger and the bicyclist 
ap­ 
preciate the shade and are benefitted; 
the passengers in horse vehicles some­ 
what so. 
And it is practically only 
this class of travellers who have eyes 
for trees as ornamenting a road. 
The necessity of shade and 
orna­ 
mental trees along our roads in our 
orchard areas is not very 
apparent. 
It strikes me that there should be a 
difference in the treatm ent 
of 
our 
roads from the standpoint that some 
are suburban and pass through 
or­ 
chards, while 
others 
are 
running 
through open country. 
In the latter case the presence of 
trees would break the monotony, and 
would furnish shady 
resting places, 
whereas in orchard areas Die orchard 
trees are all sufficient for the purposes 
of shade and ornament. 
The suburban roads should receive 
the treatm ent of city 
streets. 
Tile 
curb line, the parking, the sidewalk 
and property line should be definitely 
defined before tree planting is thought 
of. 
With land as high priced as ours 
utility trees would seem to commend 
themselves in place of forest 
trees. 
And in Orange county the walnut tree 
is about the best known to us for this 
purpose.
